After  a  much  longer  period  of  life  than 
was  at  first  thought  possible,  the  Martinho 
Campos  ministry  has  ceased  to  exist,  Organ- 
ized by  a  man  who  possessed  neither  the 
respect  nor  confidence  of  the  country,  and 
composed  almost  exclusively  of  men  un- 
known and  untried  in  administration  and 
with  but  little  experience  in  legislation,  it 
was  hardly  possible  for  it  to  succeed.  Its 
failure  has  been  even  more  signal  than  at 
first  anticipated.  It  was  unquestionably 
called  into  office  to  check  the  growing  pOwer 
of  abolition,  and  it  has  succeeded  only  in 
making  slavery  more  odious  than  ever,  al- 
though the  active  work  in  favor  of  abolition 
has  been  in  a  measure  suppressed.  It  an 
nounced  no  programme  nor  policy  at  the 
outset,  and  it  created  none  since,  Its 
chief  appealed  to  his  personal  record  as 
the  guarantee  of  his  future  policy,  and  in 
that  alone  has  he  fulfilled  his  promise; 
for  his  almost  unbroken  career  as  an 
oppositionist  in  the  legislature  has  been 
practically  extended  to  a  policy  of  op- 
position as  a  minister  to  all  the  best  and 
most  necessary  measures  of  administration 
and  legislation.  In  its  brief  existence  of 
five  months,  this  ministry  has  not  ac- 
complished one  single  thing  to  signalize 
the  high  position  which  it  has  held.  It 
has  earned  nothing  but  ridicule  and 
contempt  for  its  leader,  and  pity  for 
his  inexperienced  colleagues.  The  final 
overthrow  of  the  ministry  was  effected 
on  the  30th  tilt,  by  a  vote  of  63  to  45 
in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  favor  of  a 
motion  to  take  up  for  second  reading  a 
committee  report  on  the  registration  of  voters. 
This  motion  was  opposed  by  the  ministry 
who  declared  that  they  would  make  it 
a  vote  of  confidence.  The  result  be- 
ing against  them — 44  conservatives  and 
iy  dissident  liberals  voting  for  the  motion 
— the  ministers  withdrew  and  offered  their 
resignations  to  the  Emperor.  They  were  at 
once  accepted.  Counselor  Saraiva  was  then 
called  to  organize  a  new  ministry,  but  de- 
clined to  undertake  the  task.  A  delay  then 
Jol lowed  until  the  2nd  instant,  when  Coun- 
selor Paranagua"  consented  to  accept  the 
charge.  He  presented  the  names  of  his 
colleagues  to  Lhe  Emperor  on  the  evening 
of  the  3rd  instant.  All  things  considered 
the  new  cabinet  is  an  able  and  satis- 
factory one,  and  will  be  welcomed  with 
a  general  sigh  of  relief.  The  new  prime 
minister  has  had  much  experience  both 
as  a  legislator  and  a  minister,  and 
is  known  as  a  man  of  moderate  views. 
He  is  a  liberal  in  politics,  but  not  of 
the  radical  type.  Of  his  collegucs  the 
ablest    man    is  perhaps    the  minister    of 


scene  o\'  a  genuine  days  amusement— in 
spite  of  that  loquacious  "Yankee  hum  New 
York''  wiih  a  foreign-sounding  name— and 
that  its  brilliant  victory  for  the  S,  P.  C.  C, 
is  not  unlikely  to  lead  to  another  not  less 
pleasant  in  this  direction.  If  such  an  event 
occur,  we'll  undertake  on  own  one  responsi-

The  final  result  of  the  subscription  in- 
augurated in  this  city  by  Chief  of  Division 
Arthur  Silveira  da  Motta,  of  the  Brazilian 
navy,  in  relief  of  the  families  of  the  officers 
and  crew  lost  on  the  Douro,  amounted  to 
the  handsome  sum  of  i3,762$68o,  which 
was  remitted  through  the  Royal  Mail 
Cos.  agent,  E,  W,  May,  Esq..,  on  the  23rd 
uk.,  in  a  bill  of  exchange  for/  1,232  i8s2d. 
This  result  is  so  highly  satisfactory  and  credita- 
ble in  itself  that  it  needs  no  comparison  with 
the  Southampton  subscriptions,  which  ii 
exceeds,  to  demonstrate  the  generous  lib- 
erality and  sympathy  which  actuated  it  and 
carried  it  through.  The  terrible  loss  of  life 
and  the  rare  devotion  of  the  officers  of  lhe 
Douro  made  this  disaster  one  of  general  and 
heartfelt  sorrow.  There  was  no  question  of 
nationality,  no  shadow  of  indifference.  The 
disaster  appealed  to  every  heart,  and  espec- 
ially to  those  of  the  Brazilian  people  with 
whom  the  Royal  Mail  packets  have  long 
been  favorites.  Immediately  after  the  news 
came  of  the  great  loss  of  life  among  the 
officers  of  the  Douro.  subscriptions  were 
initiated  everywhere  along  the  coast  in 
relief  of  their  families,  and  we  are  glad  to 
note  that  the  response  has  been  in  every  case 
most  generous.  We  regret  that  we  can  nut 
give  the  full  results  of  all  the  subscriptions, 
as  it  should  be  a  matter  ol  enduring  record. 
From  the  fact,  however,  that  some  5,000$ 
were  subscribed  in  Pernambuco  alone,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  aggregate  from  all  the 
coast  cities  must  be  very  large,  certainly 
above  20,000$.  These  most  generous  and 
most  deserving  gifts  will  be  doubly  grateful 
to  those  whom  this  sad  accident  has  left  in 
bereavement,  for  they  will  bring  with  them 
timely  aid  in  many  cases  and  a  noble  sym- 
pathy in  all.

Ii  there  be  one 
single  drawback  in  all  this  soort — and  such 
a  possibility  should  never  be  mentioned  in 
the  same  breath —  it  can  only  be  found  in 
the  editor's  perplexities  as  horn  to  punctuate 
the  narrative  and  to  hamess  the  riotous  wit.

Wk  give  in  another  column  two  valuable 
extracts  from  the  annual  report  of  the  director 
of  lhe  Royal  Botanic  Gardens  of  Ceylon  on 
the  cultivation  of  coffee  and  rubber  on  that 
island.  Although  it  may  be  urged  that  Mr. 
Trim  en's  investigations  have  little  to  do  with 
Brazil  because  of  the  absence  of  the 
leal"  disease  in  this  country  and  of  the 
extensive  area  covered  by  native  rubber- 
producing  trees,  it  still  concerns  this  country 
very  materially  through  the  efforts  put 
forth  to  develop  these  and  other  products. 
Itisstatedth.il  much  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  study  of  leaf-disease,  which  has  been 
so  fatal  to  the  coffee  industry  of  Ceylon,  and 
that  its  life  and  ordinary  means  of  propa- 
gation are  now  definitely  known.  This  much 
attained,  through  the  careful  studies  of  scien- 
tific men,  it  naturally  follows  that  the  pest 
will  soon  be  brought  under  control  and 
that  coffee  production  ill  Ceylon  will  again 
assume  a  position  of  high  importance.  All 
other  things  being  equal,  it  is  inevitable  that 
the  intelligence  and  energy  which  have  charac- 
terized the  planters  and  scientific  men  vl' 
Ceylon  in  developing  the  products  of  that 
stand  must  eventually  result  in  well-earned 
success.  Notwithstanding  the  ravage:;  of  a 
disease  which  has  steadily  decreased  their 
product,  the  planters  ofCeylon  have  shown  a 
most  praiseworthy  courage  in  fighting  it,  and 
in  repairing  losses  by  the  introduction  of  new 
industries.  Ainu  lime  have  they  lost  hope 
in  the  eventual  subjugation  of  the  coffee  leaf- 
disease,  but  at  the  same  time  they  have  most 
wisely  undertaken  the  cultivation  of  other 
products,  many  of  which  were  wholly  new  to 
that  country.  Principal  among  the  exotic 
products  is  that  of  rubber,  and  in  this  industry 
also  Brazil  is  deeply  interested.  The  people  of 
Ceylon  and  India  will  have  no  great  river 
valley  like  that  of  the  Amazon  from  which 
to  draw  their  supplies  of  this  product,  but 
they  are  devoting  themselves  most  assiduous- 
ly to  the  study  of  the  plant,  and  to  practical 
experiments  as  to  the  best  means  of  culti- 
vating it  and  of  making  it  a  profitable  in- 
dustry. Plants  and  seeds  of  all  varieties  have 
been  secured  and  have  been  widely  distributed 
to  every  locality  adopted  to  their  cultivation, 
and  scientific  men  are  devoting  themselves 
to  the  study  of  the  several  varieties  in  pub- 
lic botanic  est  iblishments.  Prom  efforts  such 
as  these  there  can  be  but  one  result  -success, 
It  may  be  reasonably  inferred  therefore  that 
in  the  near  future  a  new  producer  of  rubber 
will  appear  upon  the  market  to  compete 
with  this  country,  and  that  that  new  producer 
will  appear  not  as  the  representative  of  a 
primitive  finest  industry,  but  of  a  highly- 
developed  brancli  of  scientific  agriculture. 
And  while  the  preliminary  steps  are 
in  progress,  while  the  people  ofCeylon  and 
India  are  securing  every  possible  variety  of 
the  plant  and  arc  distributing  them  through- 
out a  vast  fertile  country,  the  Brazilian 
serxngutiro  is  steadily  working  his  destructive 
way  back  into  the  interior,  and  the  Brazilian 
plainer  is  dreaming  of  nothing  but  coffee 
and  politics.  Already  the  lower  Amazon 
is  practically  abandoned  by  the  rubber-gath- 
erers, and  their  camps  are  yearly  canted 
fjither  up  toward  its  head  waters.  This 
year  rubbei  is  gathered  on  the  Rio  Beni 
to   be    transported    in  canoes    down    the 

Madeira  ami  Amazon,  a  thousand  miles 
to  market.  The  industry  is  still  in  its  prim- 
itive Stage,  and  nothing  is  done  either  to 
develop  and    protect   it,  or  to   find    some 


substitute  to  follow  in  its  wake.  The  old 
rubber-gatherers    villages  on  the  lower  A111- 

lb rests  arc  rapid U*  .■■■'.  tilcwmg  them  from 
all  sight  and  recollection.  As  yet  and 
in  every  sense  of  the  word  the  rubber 
industry  of  Brazil  is  a  destructive  one. 
With  the  gradual  destruction  of  its  sources 
of  supply  it  is  Steadily  receding  into  the 
interior  and  away  from  its  markets.  This 
process  lends  to  increase  the  difficulty  and 
cost  ofgathcring  the  product,  a  process  which 
will  eventually  place  less  favored  producing 
countries  on  better  competing  terms  with 
Brazil,  Should  Ceylon  and  India  succeed  in 
producing  rubber,  as  they  undoubtedly  will, 
their  industry  will  be  one  of  steady  develop- 
ment and  of  skilled  cultivation.  While  Brazil 
islosingthey  will  be  gaining  ground.  These 
results,  it  is  true,  will  not  happen  this  year. 
nor  next,  bul  they  are  almosl  certainties 
of  a  not  remote  future,  and  as  such  should 
command  the  thoughtful  attention  of  the 
people  of  this  country.

Above  the  din  a  voice  called  out  ■■How's 
thai  ampin  .-'  "Overt"  replied  lhe  grating 
voice  of  "oar  bowler"  with  a  rasp  that  made 
your  blood  run  cold,  "here  come  in,  there's 
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carriage  where 
"most  of  our  fellows,"  huddled  together, 
were  trying  to  persuade  themselves  that  thev 
did  not  feel  cold  and  miserable. 

Right'  A  whistle  from  the  engine,  the 
train  "dragged  its  slow  length"  out  of  the 
Station,  and  we  were  fairly  on  our  way  to 
the  grand  Cricket  match  at  jundiahy  : 
An  account  of  which  "our"  captain  has 
asked  me  to  write.  I  heartily  wish  I  had 
not  even  begun  it  for  1  have  got  "things 
mixed"  as  the  Yanks  say, 

You  all  remember  we  played  the  "Rio 
Cricket  Club"  a  few  months  ago — that  is, 
I  mean  lei  say.  the  "play'  was  all  on  their 
side  :  we  did  t'other  thing.  I  think  they 
called  it  "hunting  teat/ter."  Some  folks 
hke  it  :  1  don't,  I  got  a  good  deal  of  it 
that  day,  and  the  way  1  "fielded'1  was 
second  on!)'  to  "long-leg" — bul  he  was  a 
caution  !  We  had  two  or  three  Campinas 
fellows  in  that  eleven,  besides  "long-leg,'1 
and  one  of  them  made  the  highest  score 
on  our  side  (1  think  it  was  eight)  so  the 
Campineiros  went  away  to.  their  diggings 
"laying  the  flattering  unction  to  their  souls 
"that  they  had  distinguished  themselves.

I  wish  somebody  else  would  write  this 
"thing''—  I  am  getting  so  confoundedly 
prolific  and  1  want  my  lunch  real  bad.

The  increase  in  grikl 
and.  silver  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  liJSi, 
was  $155,460,749,  and  the  increase  in  the  live  years 
ending  on  the  same  date,  $498,186,340, 

The  United  States  is  not  the  only  one  among  the 
ew  commercial  countries  of  the  world  that  sustains 
it  the  present  tune  specie  payments, but,  as  compared 
.v'nh  those  that  maintain  a  specie  basis,  has  the 
argesl  supply  of  gold  coin  and  bullion.  During  the 
:xceptional  strain  on  the  finances  of  the  coun.ry  that 
lectured  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  specie 
payments  were  suspended  (except  as  to  foreign 
payments),  to  lie  resumed  again  in  1S79,  since 
which  time  the  volume  of  precious  metals  in  the 
United  Stales  has  steadily  increased  from  year  lo 
year.  The  eminent  financial  writer  and  statistician, 
Mr.  Del  Mar,  makes  an  interesting  statement  of  the 
countries  not  honoring  their  currency  circulation  by 
specie  redemption, and  the  amount  ol  forced  currency 

Austria  suspended  specie  payment  in  1762.  She 
afterward  resumed,  and,  in  1S4S,  brake  down  again. 
Since  ihe  last-named  date  her  monetary  system  has 
consisted  ol  forced  paper  notes.  These  now  form 
nearly  exclusively  the  circulating  medium  of  both 
Austria    and   Hungary. 

Russia— The  bank  ofSt.  Petersburg  (government 
bank)  suspended  in  1796;  subsequently  resumed; 
broke  down  again  in  1S54.  ami  has  not  resumed 
to  ibis  day.  Small  sums  of  notes  are  cashed  at  the 
bank,  bill  the  law  of  Russia  does  not  enable  the 
holder  of  a  bank  note  to  enforce  its  paymentln  gold 
or  silver.  The  reserve  said  to  be  in  bank  has  never 
been  counted  or  proved  before  the  public.  Many  of 
the  silver  rubles  coined  (used  for  paying  customs 
duties)  find  their  way  into  other  countries,  where 
they  are  melted.  In  Bulgaria  they  were  demonetised 
December  9,  iSSr,  and  ordered  to  be  coined  into 
francs  at  the  rate  of  yK  for  1.  The'fU'st  day's  issue 
of  the  new  coinage  amounted   lo  7,ooo,poof. 

Portugal  suspended  in  1797.  Foreign  payments 
are  slid  made  in  gold,  but  within  the  kingdom  a 
legal  payment,  or  Id,  consists  of  one  third  ofdebased 
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1  its  strong  rooms'  full  of  this 
The  principal  circulating  medium  consists  of  ilie 
notes  of  the  bank,  which  are  unlimited  legal  lenders. 
On  January  1, 1S79,  ihe  emission  was  over  5.000,000 
milrels, 

Brazil  suspended  ill  1S35,  and  resorted  lo  gov- 
ernment and  bank-notes,  which  are  unlimited  legal 
tender.  The  present  issue  is  about  200,000,000 
milivis,  and  these  are  depreciated  about  25  per  cent 
below  par  ill  specie. 
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1  he  circulation  consists 
nd  bank  legal  tender  note's  called 
Corso  for/ah.  the  outstanding  emission  of  which 
amounts  lo  about   1,625, 000, ooof. 

Spain  suspended  about  the  year  1S6S. 

Peru  suspended  in  1875.  Tlie  silver  sol,*or  dollar, 
is  represented  by  a  paper  note  with  forced  currency. 
In  November,  1S7G,  ihe  emission  was  13,200,000 
sola,  These  are  now  worth  only  6  per  cent,  of 
their  face  value  in  specie,  or  .16.  for  1. 

Japan  suspended  in  1S77.  The  gold. yen,  or 
dollar,  is  represented  by  forced  paper  note,  o£  which 
there  are  now  outstanding  147,000.000  yen. 


THE  imposition  of  a  tax  upon  all  Chinamen  land- 
ing in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  has  raised 
an  interesting  question,  inasmuch  as  the  Hong 
Kong  Chinese  are  British  subjects.  The  question 
to  be  settled  is  whether  a  British  colony  can  levy 
such  a  tax    on  a  liriiish  subject.

— The  second  Ypiranga  lottery  of  Sao  Paulo  is  to 
be  draw  on  the  8th  inst. 

— The  May  receipts  of  the  Ceara  custom  house 
amounted    to    133,661  $5 74. 

— The  May  receipts  ot  the  Maranhao  custom 
house  amounted  to  277,309^902. 

— The  provincial  assembly  of  Minns  Geraes  is 
called  to  meet  on  the  1st  of  August. 

— The  April  receipts  of  the  Corumba,  Matto 
Grosso,  custom  house  amounted  to  34,799^645. 

— The  good  people  have  a  bull  ring  under  con- 
struction, and  are  preparing  lo  enjoy  a  season  of 
that  noble  sport. 

—The  Correio  Paulistano  says  that  th:  Sao 
Paulo  provincial  budget  for  1SS2-S3  shows  a 
deficit  of  65,49o$2S2. 

— The  commercial  association  of  Porto  Alegre  has 
petitioned  the  government  for  measures  in  behalf 
of  the  Rio  Grande  bar. 

— The  provincial  assembly  of  I'iauhy  proposes  lo 
authorize  a  few  lotteries  in  order  lo  raise  revenue 
and  enrich  the  country. 

— The  president  of  Espirito  Santo  has  been 
authorized  lo  expend  6,400$  during  the  current  year 
in  instructing  and  civilizing  the  Indians, 

— The  results  of  the  re-election  ofex-Mhiister 
Carneiro  da  Rocha  of  Bahia  are  favorable  in  every 
respect  but  one — they  are  no  longer  needed. 

—The  commercial  association  of  Rio  Grande  has 
directed  an  energetic  protest  to  the  delegation  of 
that  province  against  the  construction  of  llie  I). 
Pedro  1  railway. 

—A  Ceara  emigrant  lo  liie  Amazon  writes  home 
to  the  Gazeta  ito  Norte  that  the  slaves  of  Ceara  live 
like  princes  compared  with  what  the  emigrants  live 
in  their  new  homes. 

— A  scarcity  of  revenue  stamps  is  reported  from 
the  interior  of  the  province  of  Sao  Paulo.  A  fam- 
ine of  this  character,  however,  is  not  always  an 
unwelcome  visitation. 

— Rio  Grande  seems  to  be  again  afflicted  with  an 
epidemic  of  crime.  The  number  of  outrages  and 
murders  narrated  in  our  last  batch  of  exchanges 
is  positively  startling. 

— The  Pernambuco  senatorial  elections  have  result- 
ed in  the  choice  of  a  triplicate  list  consisting  of 
Manoel  Portella,  Epamiriondas  de  Mello,  and 
Soares  Brandao,  liberals. 

— The  president  of  Pernambuco  lias  appointed  a 
medical  commission  lo  examine  llie  penitentiary 
there  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  bm-heri  which 
has  broken  out   within  it. 

— The  late  quarrel  between  the  provincial  as- 
sembly and  the  president  of  Santa  Catharlna  has 
resulted  in  the  dismissal  of  llie  hitler,  or,  more 
diplomatically,  in  permitting  him  to  resign. 

— The  Cormo  Paulistano,  the  well-known  con- 
servative organ  of  Sao  Taulo,  closed  the  2S1I1  year 
of  its  existence  on  (he  25th  ult.  The  Coireb  is  one 
of  the  best  provincial  journals  in  Brazil,  and  is  one 
of  the  most  welcome  among  our  exchanges. 

— The  Literal  Mhteho  of  Ouro  1'reto,  Minus 
Geraes,  relates  that  telephonic  communication  has 
been  opened  between  that  city  antlQueluzby  means 
of  a  telegraph  line.  The  distance  is  54  kilometers. 
— The  June  receipts  of  the  Santos  custom  house 
amounted  10461,0661463,  and  of  the  mtza  de  leildas 
to  io9,i6i$z36,  against  3ii,845$o6i  and  89,334$. 
SSI  respectively  for  the  same  month  of  lasl  year. 
— The  provincial  treasury  of  Piauliy  is  said  to  be 
entirely  without  cash.  And  yet  the  province  is 
quite  willing  to  promise  a  subsidy  to  a  line  of 
steamers  which  will  make  monthly  calls  there. 
—The  assassination  of  a  mulatto  occurred  near 
Bage,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  on  the  10th  ult.,  by  un- 
known parties.  The  body  remained  unburied  until 
the  I2tb,  when  some  neighbors  took  the  legal  steps 
for  that  purpose. 

— A  new  steamer,  named  SolitnoiS,  constructed 
at  Wilmington,  U.  S.,  for  the  Manaos  navigation 
company,  arrived  at  Pari  on  the  28th  May.  A  se- 
cond steamer  of  the  same  class  is  under  construction 
at  Wilmington  for  the  same  company. 

— The  Pelotas  gas  company  is  in  difficulties  be- 
cause of  their  not  being  able  to  fulfil]  their  contract 
for  the  public  illumination  of  that  city  owing  to  the 
scarcity  and  high  price  of  coal.  Another  result  of 
the  present  difficulties  at  the  Rio  Grande  bar. 

— The  Artrsta,  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  of  the  22nd 
ult.,  says  that  there  is  a  scarcity  of  coal  at  the  gas 
works  of  that  city  because  of  its  deafness  and  the 
light  receipts.  The  obstacles  presented  by  the  bar 
have  greatly  diminished  receipts,  and  have  sent  up 
the  price  so  materially  that  the  gas  company  has 
greatly  reduced  its  purchases. 


■v-Five  citizens  whose  personal  liberties  have  been 
placed  under  restraint  in  the  jail  at  Campinas, 
Sao  Paulo,  have  recently  written  an  indignant 
protest  to  the  newspapers  against  the  vexations 
conduct  Of  the  police  subdelegado,  They  say  that 
they  do  not  protest  against  the  open  windows  at 
night  which  admit  bad  smells  and  cold  air ;  to  this 
they  arc  resigned.  But  against  the  regulation 
which  restricts  their  conversation  with  members 
of  their  families -to  tell  minutes,  they  do  protest 
with  lofty  indignation. 

— A  young  man  named  Jo relly  was  barbarously 
assassinated  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  on  the  night  of 
the  16th  ult,,  his  body  being  found  in  n  street  canal 
on  the  following  morning.  His  head  hail  been 
crushed  in  with  a  hatchet,  and  his  throat  was  cut 
from  ear  to  ear.  The  murder  was  committed  by  a 
mulatto  named  Aniandio  Cancro  Rodrigues,  and 
was  committed  in  the  house  of  a  woman  named  Isa- 
bel Maria  Rodrigues  where  young  Jorclly  was 
passing  the  night.  The  cause  was  the  worn 
an  Rodrigues,  The  murderer  was  afterwards 
cap  In  red. 


Railroad  Notes 


— The  opening  of  the  railway  congress  in  this 
city  has  been  postponed  lo  the  7th  iust. 

— The  Sao  Paulo  tramways  transported  87,773 
passengers  during  the  month  of  June,  of  which 
7,929  traveled  oil  .fee  passes. 

— The  May  receipts  of  the  Fortaleza,  Ceara, 
tramway  amounted  to  2,5oo$S6o,  and  the  expen- 
ditures to   1,535^050,    leaving  a  surplus  of  975^789. 

— The  -May  receipts  of  the  "Recife  ao  Limoclro" 
ailway,  Pernambuco,  amounted  to  I5,690$7oo,  and 
he  e  penditures  to  l8,76l$o7oJ  leaving  a  deficit  of 
3,070^370. 

—The  May  receipts  of  the  first  section  of  the 
"Natal  a  Nova  Cruz"  railway  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Norte  amounted  to  1,0761950,  and  the  expenditures 
lo  S,  I2S$  160,  leaving  a  deficit  of  7,03 1 $2 10. 

—  The  president  of  the  province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
has  reduced  the  tariffs  on  cereals  and  llie  products 
of  small  farming  on  the  Cantagallo  railway,  to  the 
basis  adopted  by  the  Dom  Pedro  11  line. 

— The  directors  of  the  Pirapelinga  line  have  adopted 
a  new  tariff  on  the  products  of  small  farming  and  on 
cereals,  charging  loo  reis  for  the  former  and  75  reis 
for  the  latter  (uncleaned)  per  ion  per  kilometer, 
after  the  ist  inst; 

—The  trial  of  the  new  railway  bridge  over  the 
Rio  Surocaba  near  Bacaetava,  on  the  Sprocabana 
line,  took  place  on  the  25th  ult.  with  flattering  re- 
sults. The  bridge  is  of  iron  and  was  constructed  by 
Messrs  ilargreaves  Brothers,  upon  plans  prepared 
by  Mr.  Henry  Ilargreaves,  C.  E. 

— The  president  of  the  province  of  Bahia  has 
vetoed  an  act  of  the  provincial  assembly  graining  a 
guarantee  of  7  per  cent,  on  the  capital  employed  in 
a  tramway  in  Nazareth.  A  peculiarity  of  the  bill 
was  die  guarantee  of  all  back  interest  due  to  the  stock- 
holders. 

— An  accident  occurred  on  the  Dom  Pedro  II  line 
about  midday  on  the  21st  ult,  at  the  Engenh'o  Novo 
station,  but  fortunately  without  any  serious  results. 
The  mishap  was  caused  in  the  switching  of  a  mixed 
train  upon  a  side  track,  a  part  of  the  Iraiji  passing 
the  switch  without  benig  tinned  from  llie  main 
track.  Some  passengers  were  slightly  bruised,  and 
the  locomotive  driver  was  badly  injured.  Tiie  acci- 
dent caused  a  delay  of  only  a  few  hours. 


—The  municipality  has  refused  the  Gower-Bell 
Telephone  Co.  permission  lo  place  wires  across 
Plaza  Victoria,  on  llie  ground  that  these  will  be  an 
obstacle  to  adorning  the  said  plaza  for  the  May  and 
|uly  feies  and  011  other  occasions. 

—The  amount  of  sheet  thunder,  claptrap  powder 
and  leg-music  put  on  at  the  Colon  theatre  reflects 
Ferrari's  opinion  of  llie  public  taste  among  those  in 
Buenos  Aires  who  patronize  art.  Ferrari  is  greedy, 
hut  he  is  no  fool,  and  gauges  public  taste  pretty 
accurately. 

—The  board  of  directors  of  the  Western  railway 
have  been  authorized  to  impose  fines,  ranging  from 
$100  to  $500,  on  passengers  who  shall  attempt  to 
alight  orto  get  into  the  cars  when  the  train  is  in 
motion.  Those  who  cannot  pay  these  fines  will  lie 
imprisoned  from  2  to  8  days,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  case. 

— M.  Scvelius,  C.  E,,  has  informed  the  depart- 
ment of  engineers  of  the  safe  arrival  of  the  railway 
material  &c,  for  the  tunnel  at  Saladillo.  There 
was  no  breakage  of  any  kind  and  ii  is  said  that 
this  is  die  best-conditioned  cargo  thai  has  been 
received  there  this  year.

—Business,  generally,  is  quiet,  hat  it  having 
rained  very  generally  throughout  the  camp,  hope 
is  reviving  in  the  hearts  of  our  farmers  and  agricul- 
lurists. 

— Brazil  has  had  no  occasion  to  gut  into  such  a 
state  about  this  republic,  which  is  so  pe:icebly  in- 
clined that  peace  it  will  have,  if  it  ha,  to  be  fought 
for  and  conquered. 

—The  minister  of  marine  has  given  u.der  for  '.he 
gunboat  Parana  lo  leave  for  the  port  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro;  therefore  on  this  mount  her  trip  to  the 
Pacific  is  for  the  time  postponed. 
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—The  torpedo  boat  Alerla,  now

solved that  the  Tigre  shall  be  the  place  for  the 
torpedo  division. 

— The  national  budget  as  prepared  by  the  minister 
of  finance  is  "30  million"  dollars,  against  20 millions 
in  1SS0,  or  an  increase  of  50  per  cent  in  two  years- 
Tins  is  alarming  ami  signifies  extravagance,  or 
carelessness,  or  both.  This  must  he  revised  and 
cut  down  before  it  can  be   made  endurable. 

— We  regret  to  hear  from  Montevideo  thai  there 
has  been  a  revolutionary  movement  under  one  Maxi- 
mo Perez,  a  notorious  old-school  revolutionist,  but 
it  is  not  known  yet  who  are  at  his  back,  or  on  what 
he  may  depend  for  the  success  of  his  undertaking. 
Other  matters  are  comparatively,  quiet  in  that  country, 
— It  is  said  that  a  large  majority  in  Congress, 
favor  a  free  banking  law.  This  corresponds  with 
our  own  information,  and  we  should  be  hopeful 
that  this  great  financial  plan  would  come  into  prac- 
tical operation,  were  it  not  for  the  danger  of 
attempted  compromises,  to  suit  the  supposed  exi- 
gencies of  existing  banks,  but  the  law  should  he- 
passed  leaving  said  banks  lo  reorganize  under  its 
provisions. 

— The  judges  of  the  agricultural  machinery  al  the 
exhibition  have  resolved  to  test  implements  for  til- 
ling the  soil,  and  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  land 
(or  the  occasion,  a  deputation  inspected  in  Palermo 
yesterday  the  grounds  adjacent  lo  llie  national 
department  of  agriculture.  The  report  of  the  de- 
putation is  not  in  favor  of  the  lands.  The  trials 
will  most  likely  lake  place  at  the  clmcra  of  Mr.  La- 
nils,  near  Almagro. 

— The  Northern  Railway  Company  is  making 
great  improvements  in  its  management  and  in  all 
its  rolling  slock,  lis  special  carriages,  just  turned 
outofiis  own  shops,  made  from  native  woods,  are 
llie  most  elegant  carriages  we  have  ever  seen  in  the 
country.

The  sailors 
and  officers  were  furnished  with  clothing  from 
llie  life-saving  stations,  ami  the  women  and  chil- 
dren were  clothed  at  llie  I  lendriksen  cottage,  The 
bags  uf  mail  matter  were  cared  for  by  Postmaster 
Ilowland.iii  Long  Branch,  until  the  arrival  of  Special 
Agent  McKec  of  the  postal  service,  when  they  were 
taken  to  New  York,  Mr.  Busk,  one  of  the  con- 
signees, reached  the  scene  ol  the  disaster  during 
the  afternoon.  lie  slated  that  the  vessel  was  valued 
at  $200,000  and  the  cargo  at  $350,000.  The  cargo 
was  insured,  but  the  amount  of  the  insurance  was 
not  known  either  by  Mr.  Husk  or  by  the  officers 
of  the  vessel.  The  passengers  and  crew  were  sent 
to  New  York  Saturday  evening.  The  surf  was  run- 
ning very  high  and  broke  witli  great  force  over  the 

The  Pliny  had  a  cargo  of  about  20,000  bags  of 
coffee  and  500  bides,  and  was  consigned  lo  Messrs, 
Husk  iv.  Jevons,  No.  41  Wall  street,  She  was  an 
iron  vessel  valued  al  about  $200,.  .00  and  was  owned 
by  the  Liverpool,  Brazil  and  Rio  Plata  Navigation 
Company  of  Liverpool.  She  was  built  at  Barrow 
in  187S  and  was  28S  feci  111  length,  33  feel  beam,  24 
feet  depth  of  hold,  and  of  1,674  tons  gross  measure- 
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THE  STEAMER  "PLINY," 

Early  on  Saturday  morning  (May  13)  the  British 
steamer  Pliny,  Capl.  Mitchell,  ran  ashore  at  Deal 
Beach,  N.  J.  The  steamer  left  Rio  de  Janeiro  on 
April  25  for  ibis  city  with  a  large  cargo  and  many 
passengers.  Although  the  life  saving  crews  on  the 
New  Jersey  coast  had  been  discharged  on  May  1, 
as  soon  as  the  alarm  was  given  the  members  of 
Stations  Nos.  5  and  6  responded  promptly  to  the 
call.  Captain  Walter  Green  of  Station  No.  5  suc- 
ceeded about  daylight  in  throwing  a  life  line  over 
ihe  steamer.'  The  rope  was  soon  made  fast  to  the 
rigging  ''y  some  of  the  vessel's  crew,  and  in  a  few 
moments  the  breeches  buoy  was  at  work  carrying 
llie  passengers  ashore.  The  first  who  was  landed 
was  a  woman,  next  a  man,  then  a  child,  and  in  an 
hour  all  the  passengers — three  women,  seven  men 
ami  eleven  children,  twenty-one  in  all— were  landed 
safely,  although  drenched  Ihrough  and  so  chilled 
that  tiiey  could  hardly  wa'k.     In   the  meantime,  the 


The  stranded  steamer  Pliny  will  be  a  complete 
wreck  by  Tuesday.  Before  daylight  this  morning 
she  broke  apart  just  forward  of  her  smoke  stack 
and  listed  a  little  off  shore.  The  water  rushed 
through  Ihe  gap  with  great  violence  and  swept  over 
her  from  how  to  .stern,  The  main  deck  was  soon 
partially  lorn  off,  and  the  sea  broke  a  hole  in  the 
Starboard  side  of  the  vessel  over  I  no  feet  long.  The 
partitions  separating  the  cabins  and  the  hold  were 
splintered  and  then  carried  down  by  the  heavy  surf 
lhal  surged  with  great  force  through  the  shattered 
iron  plates  of  ihe  vessel's  side.  The  baggage  of 
the  passengers  was  removal  from  the  slate  rooms 
and  taken  ashore,  where  it  was  examined  by  Custom 
House  officers.  The  captain's  instruments  were 
also  removed,  and  the  cabin  drawers  were  cut  open 
and  all  goods  passible  taken  ashore.  The  sea  is  still 
high.  'Phe  beach  fur  several  miles  below  the  wreck 
is  covered  with  coTee  and  bagi,  which  have  been 
carried  out  of  the  vessel  by  ihe  sea,  and  the  surf  is 
covered  with  coffee  and  bags.  Four  boats  and  large 
pieces  of  joiner  work  have  also  come  ashore.  Three 
of  the  boats  have  large  holes  in  their  sides.  The 
Men  in  Wrecking  Company  have  charge  of  the  wreck, 
but  only  the  rigging  anil  spars,  and  possibly  the 
machinery,  will  be  saved.  The  cargo  was  insured  in 
the  Atlantic  and  Orient  companies.— A".  V. 
Journal  of  Commcne,     May  15. 

All  the  hides  (500)  and  all  the  bales  of  wool  and 
skins  have  been  saved  from  the  wreckof  steamer 
Pliny  ashore  at  Deal,  N.J.  Five  hundred  bushels  of 
coffee  have  been  saved  and  taken  to  New  York, 
The  foremast  of  the  j^Ww/  went  by  ihe  board  on  morn- 
ing of  May  19  taking  with  it  the  entire  fore  part  of 
the  vessel  from  the  bow  to  the  bridge.  On  May 
20  she  began  breaking  up  very  fast  and  the  beach 
was  strewn  with  wreckage  that  floated  ashore.  The 
coffee  that  filled  the  after  hold  of  the  vessel  was  wash- 
ing out.

The 
port  is  illustrated  by  drawings  and  diagrams,  and 
will  form  a  most  valuable  addition  lo  the  scientific 
literature  of  the  country.  Il  gives  a  general  history 
of  artificial  lights  before  entering  upon  the  special 
subject  of  the  report.  From  the  experiments  made 
the  commission  concludes  that  light  for  light  the 
Edison  light  is  no  cheaper  than  gas,  but  allowing  for 
ils  greater  illuminating  powers  il  is  considerably 
cheaper. 


How  protection  protects  is  well  illustrated  by  llie 
testimony  of  a  hop-grower  before  a  tariff  commission 
in  the  colony  of  Victoria,  Australia.  That  colony 
impoees  a  duly  of  bd  per  pound  on  imported  hops. 
A  Gippslaud  (tinner,  named  Taylor,  stated  that  he 
had  iSacres  of  hops  under  cultivation  which  prod  uc- 
e<l  this  year  from  1, 000  lo  I, leo  pounds  per  acre. 
At  an  average  ol  1,050  pounds  llie  gross  product 
would  be  18,900  pounds.  Taking  half  of  llie  duly 
as  protective  (3,/ per  lb.  being  formerly  the  rev- 
enue rate,  the  other  yi  being  subsequently  added 
for  protective  purposes)  this  one  hop-grower  will 
receive  a  free  gift  of  £230  5.C  this  year  from  llie 
colony  simply  because  be  is  willing  lo  cultivate  18 
acres  of  hops.  To  any  but  a  blind  observer  this 
will  look  like  a  very  considerable  premium  for  so 
small  a  public  service. 


COFFEE  AM)  RUBBER  IX  CEYLOX. 

The  annual  report  of  the  director  or  the  Royal 
Botanic  Gardens  of  Ceylon.  Henry  Trimen,  M.B., 
for  the  vear  i8i5i,  which  has  l>ecn  placed  on  our 
tabic  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Ceylon  Ofcaver, 
Contains  some  remarks  upon  the  coffee  and  rubber 
industries  of  Ceylon  which  are  of  great  interest  to 
Brazilian  planters,  These  two  topics  were  discussed 
by  Mr.  Trimen  as  follows : 

COFFEE. 

The  principal  interest  of  llie  year  has  'naturally 
l>een  the  publication  of  Mr.  Marshall  Ward's  third 
and  final  report  on  leaf-disease,  a  document  which 
for  careful  accuracy  and  laborious  thoroughness  is 
all  that  could  be  desired  or  expected.  *  As  it  seemed 
indeed  to  leave  no  point  of  practical  Importance  to  be 
investigated,  I  fully  concurred  in  Mr.  Ward's  view 
that  a  prolongation  uf  his  enquiries  during  a  third 
year,  as  oiiginally  contemplated,  was  unnecessary. 
Willi  reference  to  his  work,  I  feel  myself  warranted 
in  saying  that  ivc  now  know  definitely  and  exactly 


the  life  and  ordinary  mode  of  dispersion  and  propag- 
ation of  the  coffee- fun  gas,  that  a  vast  distance  thus 
separates  us  from  the  state  of  things  formerly  existing 
when  nearly  all  was  uncertain,  and  that  we  shall  not 
do  wisely  if  we  neglect  to  act  in  accordance  with  the 
present  level  of  our  knowledge.  The  sooner  it  is 
generally  recognized  that  the  principles  of  action  are 
the  now  settled,  the  better.  The  evident  unwillingness 
lo  accept  this  position  it  is,  no  doubt,  not  difficult  lo 
account  for,  but  1  cannot  too  strongly  insist  that  the 
hope  ofreliefmust  be  based  on  a  common  agreement 
and  co-operation  on  the  sound  principles  of  action 
now  given,  and  the  abandonment  ol  the  paralyzing 
notion  of  llie  chance  discovery  ofa  "cure."  I  would 
earnestly  recommend  all  concerned  to  re-read  with 
attention  the  71I1— 12th  paragraphs  of  the  Cryplog- 
amisl's  report,  and  consider  the  stale  of  things  it 
reveals.  I  have  already  expressed  my  opinion  in 
support  ot  "a  general  combination  to  destroy  spores 
and  binder  their  dispersion";  the  actual  methods  to 
be  employed  fur  effecting  this,  1  think  il  is  the  prov- 
ince of  practical  agriculture  to  devise.  They  must 
necessarily  vary  according  to  the  peculiarities  of 
leasons  and  climate  in  particular  districts  and  even 
individual  estates,  and,  almost  equally,  with  the 
special  circa  instances  connected  with  estate  manage- 
ment; but  the  guiding  principle  will  be  ever  the 
sane.  — to  diminish  the  chances  of  injection,  and 
prevent  or  avoid  the  lodgment  of  spores  on  the 
leaves  by  every  check  and  device  possible. 

But  a  general  co-operation  is  a  prime  necessity, 
and  I  venture  to  hope  that  all  interested  in  this 
important  industry  will  recognize  their  pubhc  res- 
ponsibility to  assist  in  limiting  the  dissemination  of 
the  disease.  Especially,  should  owners  of  estates 
which  have  quite  gone  out  of  cultivation  feel  them- 
selves called  upon  to  see  that  their  now  useless  trees, 
which  have  become  merely  a  focus  of  disease,  be 
rooted  out  and  destroyed. 

There  is  also  another  important  factor  which  cannot 
be  overlooked  in  the  consideration  of  remedial  mea- 
sures on  a  large  scale— that  Is,  the  condition  of  the 
native  coffee.  Tills  is  in  some  considerable  degree 
under  government  control,  and  should  be  simultane- 
ously dealt  with.  The  complete  destruction  ofa  large 
proportion  of  this,  which  lias  become  almost  ab- 
solutely valueless  ami  is  a  perfect  hot-bed  of  HmiUia> 
is  lo  be  strongly  advocated  wherever  il  can  be 
effected  ;  and  compensation,  where  necessary,  might 
be  made  by  the  free  gift  of  other  useful  food  plants. 
By  such  a  combination  on  the  part  of  the  commu- 
nity against  the  common  enemy,  it  is  reasonable  to 
expeel  a  good  deal  might  be  effected.  Our  experience 
of  oilier  truly  parasitic  fungi  does  not  warrant  us  in  : 
expecting  to  eradicate  Hemikia  by  these  means, 
but  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  even  a  sensible 
and  sustained  diminution  in  leaf-disease  would  result 
in  a  considerable  recovery  in  the  staple  product  of 
Ceylon. 

The  bearing  of  IJbMan  coffee  on  the  practical 
aspect  of  the  question  is  also  important.  A  tempo- 
rary distrust  of  tins  admirable  plant  is,  I  am  glad  to 
see,  yielding  to  a  more  just  appreciation  of  its  great 
value.  Coffee  liber  ita  is  of  course  severely  attacked 
by  the  leaf-disease  fungus,  but  on  the  whole  this 
species,  as  compared  w'nh  vaiieiies  of  C.  nnihica,  is 
less  damaged  by  the  disease;  and  1  think  a  more 
regular  and  heavier  crop  may  be  generally  calculated 
upon.  Possibly  ils  frequent  blossoming  and  fruiting 
may  give  it  some  advantage.  Some  disappointment 
has  been  caused  by  attempts  to  grow  it  in  unsuitable 
localities;  I.iberian  coffee  requires  a  moist  atmosphere 
as  well  as  a  hot  climate ;  exposure  lo  dry  heal  readily 
scorches  the  berries,  and  is  I  think  desirable  here 
in  some  localities,  at  least  while  ihe  plants  are  young. 
In  my  last  report  I  expressed  regret  at  the  small 
response  to  our  efforts  to  get  the  cultivation  of  this 
kind  of  coffee  taken  up  by  the  Sinhalese,  and  lam 
now  glad  to  be  able  to  report  n  considerable  change 
for  the  better.  A  rather  large  demand  indeed  has 
sprung  up  in  many  parts  of  the  low- country.  In 
parlivlcy  meeting  this  over  50,000  young  plants  have 
been  gratuitously  distributed  from  Henaraig  'd.i 
through  the  government  agents  by  the  headmen  to 
native  cultivators.  It  would  be  well  if  ibis  species 
—so  admirably  adapted  for  Sinhalese  garden  culture 
rvere  lo  entirely  supplant  llie  old  village  coffee,  and 
I  think  it  might  well  be  made  a  condition  of  graii-. 
distribution  that  this  old  coffee  should  be  destroyed. 


is  abundant,  after  first  passing  through  a  viscous 
sticky  condition  dries  into  a  putty-like  substance  of 
no  great  tenacity  and  scarcely  any  -elasticity,  and 
this  whether  treated  by  heal,  with  alum,  with  alco- 
hol, orsimply  allowed  to  dry.

we  have  received  a  case  of  50  plants  (which  was 
kindly  brought  from  Singapore  by  Mr,  F.  A.  Faulk") 
and  we  previously  had  a  few  plants  from  Mr.  Min- 
ion. This  and  oilier  less-kuown  species  of  il'il- 
lugh beia  also  apparently  afford  some  of  the  rubber 
of  Borneo,  called  "Gulla  Susu"  in  llie  market. 

But  the  most  promising  of  ihe  new  rubber  plants 
are  the  species   of  Landolphia.    The  ATrium  kinds 
of  caoutchouc  are  mainly,andoiithe  East  coast  whol- 
ly, supplied  by  these  ;  and,  by  the  exertion  of  Sir  J. 
Kirk  chiefly,  several  have  been   now   brought   inlo 
cultivation.

KirkiU     01  this  we 
previously  possessed  hut  a  single  plant  at  Henarat- 
goda,  now   over  two  years  old  and  widely  climbing 
over  a  will   nutmeg  tree.       Vouiij   plants  ol   this 
have  also  been   received   from  the  Royal  Gardens, 
Kew,   during   the  year,  as   well  as  of  three  other 
species,    for  an  account  of  which  reference  must  be 
made  to  the  report  ofthal  establish  men!  for  iS^o",  pp- 
3S-43.    Oftwoof these.  I,  Vekrsiana{Willnghkia, 
Klotzch),  and  "No.  4,"  (I,    c.   p.    43),    the   broad- 
leaved  species,  we  have  some  iS  plants   al  Pelade- 
niya,  and  of  the  other,  L.jhiida  (Ml.ungu"  ol  Zan- 
zibar), a  single   fine  specimen.      These  and  several 
other  allied  and  undetermined  kinds  (including  two 
plants  ot   a  Madagascar   rubber  from   the   Ceylon 
Company,   Limited,  and  the  West  African  "Apocy- 
naceous"   rubber  ofMivT,  Christy's  "  New  Com- 
mercial Plants, "   No.  IV.,  p.  13)  have  been  planted 
out,  some   al  [he  foot   of  old  irees,  others  against 
large  dead  trunks  and  branches  fixed  in  Hie  ground. 
The   wonderfully  rapid  development  of  trade  in 
these   Alrican   rubbers  U,   in  spite  of  their  habit  of 
growth,     leading  lo  their   destruction.     From  two 
districts  of  Eastern  Africa  alone  the  export  of  rubber 
in  1SS0  exceeded  1, 000  tons,  ihe  price  having  risen 
111  one  year  from  ^140  lo  ^250  per  Ion. 

Sir  J.  Kirk  thinks  the  Landolph'.as  [especially  L, 
Kirkii)  by  far  the  most  promising  of  rubber  plants 
for  cultivation  in  plantations;  their  stems  can  be 
cut  down  at  frequent  intervals  for  the  rubber,  and 
fresh  shools  readily  spring  up  from  the  stools.  He 
quotes  with  approval,  in  leference  to  the  extraction 
of  ihe  caoutchouc,  ihe  suggestion  of  Mr,  T.  Christy 
(Commercial  Plains  No.  I.,  p.  9)  that  the  stems 
after  cutting  "could  be  taken  to  llie  rolling  mill, 
and  the  crushed  mass  digested  with  bisulphide  of 
carbon  in  which  ihe  rubber  is  soluble,  but  which 
doe--  not  dissolve  the  gum  and  resinous  matters 
contained  in  the  plant,  and  which  if  left  in  the 
rubber  would  injure  its  quality." 

Of  other  African  kinds,  Mr.  T.  Christy  has  sent 
a  few  seeds  of  a  plant  determined  at  Kew  to  be 
Taberiwmonlmia  cmssn , and  a  specimen  of  Fiats 
pjpallfolia  ;    whilst   we   have  F.  V'ogSlii  also    from 


Much  activity  is  being  shown  m  the  search  for 
new  rubber-yielding  plants.  As  I  have  before  ob- 
served, caoutchouc  seems  lo  be  more  or  less  pro  ble- 
ed by  nearly  all  apocynaceous  plants,  and  a  large 
number  of  artocarpaceous  and  euphorbia  ceo  its  ones 
also,  but  K  is  not  in  a  slate  available  for  ready  ex- 
traction or  for  commercial  purposes  in  any  very  large 
number  of  them.  Thus  in  our  native  species  of 
milaghbiia  {IV.  Zeylanim)  which  I  have  had  the 
opportunity— through  the  kindness  of.Mr.  J,  C.  Ro- 
berts of  Udugama-of  experimenting  with,  and 
which   gives   plenty  of  milk,  the  caoutchouc,  which

With  regard  to  the  American  rubbers,  Ceara  (/!/«- 
nihot  Glazioi'ii)  continues  to  interest  planters  by  its 
rapid  growth,  ready  propagation,  teoacity  o(  life, 
and  early  production  of  seed.  From  ibis  latter 
quality  chiefly  it  has  resulted  that  the  loud  and  ur- 
gent demand  for  seed  has  almost  ceased  in  Ceylon 
in  the  course  of  one  year.  We  have  distributed  it 
to  several  private  planters  in  Iiuli  t  and  to  ihe  govern- 
ment establishments  there,  also  some  to  Singapore 
for  a  further  trial,  as  well  as  to  Jamaica  and  oilier 
colonies. 

A  single  tree  of  iftvi,i  flowered  at  Henanatgodn, 
and  produced  a  few  capsules  In  April.  Tile  growth 
of  Para  rubber  is  n  it  rapid  ;  our  largest  is, now  21 
inches  in  circumference  at  a  yard  from  the  ground, 
an  increase  of  5  inches  in  the  year.  New  plantations 
nf//«wJiave  been  formed,  and  some  trees  at  l'e- 
radeuiya  have  heeen  planted  in  a  position  in  thenew 
garden  where  they  are  flooded  wdieu  the  river  is 
high,  with  a  view  to  an  Imitation  of  their  native 
habitat. 

One  plant  of  another  species,  Hcve,i  Spriiwaua, 
which  gives  valuable  rubber,  was  sent  direct  from 
British  Guiana  by  Mr.  Jenman,  but  has  unfortuna- 
tely not  sui  .ived. 

At  the  request  of  the  government  of  India— at 
whose  expen-e  the  plants  were  originally  imported 
to  Ceylon—  a  consignment  from  Ilenaratgod.i,  con- 
sisting of  2S  go  1 1  stocks  rooted  in  a  Ward's  case, 
was  despatched  (from  Heuaraigoda)  in  November 
to  the  Andaman  Island.  The  climate  there  is 
likely  to  prove  eminently  suitable  for  Para  rubber 
which  has  n.il  vue-.:  1: 1  in  Peninsular  India,  but  is 
g  ifn,*   on  well  in  British  lSannah.

The  more  valuable   Para  and  Central  American 
rubbers    have   their  milk  already  in    a  more    con- 
centrated condition  than  the  Ceara.    Castilloa  espec- 
ially affords   a  milk  which  spontaneously  coagulates 
in  a  few  hours  into  a  very  elastic  rubber.
